188.'* and located at Waco, Dr. Burleson 
w as made president and continued so 
till 1897, when he was retired and made 
president em ertiuus w ith full pay for 
life. 
He had be* J president of Baylor 
for -17 years. 
He has instmctt*d over 50,000 stu­ 
dents, am ong them such men as Gen. 
Sui Boss, Hon. L. L. Foster, Judge T. 
J. Brown, Colonel W. B. Denson and 
W. K. Homan. He was identified prom­ 
inently w ith the (early history of Texas. 
He baptize d General Sam Houston, Gen. 
Boas and Mrs. Dickenson, *iaughter of 
the Alamo. 
During the adm inistration of Gov. 
Roberts he was agent of the Peabody 
fund and took a prom inent part in 
organizing the public school system of 
Texas. 
At his suggestion Sam Houston 
norm al was established.

Washington, May 14.—China is pay­ 
ing $10,000,000 a month to the powers 
for the maintenance of foreign troops 
in the province of Chi Li, winch she is 
now asking them to withdraw, but 
which they insist they will retain until 
all the demands submitted last Decem­ 
ber have been carried out. 
This sum will be added to the lump 
indemnity the ministers have agreed 
upon, and will further increase the in­ 
debtedness of the Celestial government. 
In view of this fact the uecesity for ex­ 
pedition in the termination of the in­ 
demnity question strongly appeals to 
officials and diplomats in Washington. 
Yet China is expected to object to the 
payment of an indemnity of $.327,000,- 
000 and the United States will aid her 
in her efforts to secure a reduction. 
From all that can be learned, there i* 
a practical unanimity of opinion among 
the powers as to the loan which Chiua 
must make shall be guaranteed by them 
and shall be so distributed that no out 
power shall have advantage over th* 
other. 
Aside from the monetary feat­ 
ure of the loan, great political benefit 
would be conferred upon the power se­ 
curing the largest share. 
The proposal 
of Chinese officials therefore, that the 
loan be distributed among the powers 
according to the amount of the indem­ 
nity each will demand, will probably 
not be adopted. 
Well informed officials estimate that 
the increase of 5 per cent in customs 
will produce $19,000,000 annually, which 
will about cover the interests of the 
proposed loan. 
The loan will run for 60 
or 65 years. 
It is believed here that the 
source of the indemnity will mean the 
solution of the hardest problem of the 
whole Chinese trouble, and the authori­ 
ties are extremely anxious that there 
■hall be no delay in its determination.
